truck was observed on the postal loading ramp at the St© Foelten rail- 
road station© Six artillery pieces with a muzzle brake, 9 trucks, 2 
jeeps and 2 field kitchens were parked in the garages west of the 
former Kreisgerieht© The gate on Androas Hofer Strasse was guarded by 
a sentry wearing red-bordered black epaulets with artillery insignia* 

An underground fuel dump equipped with fire extinguishers, guarded by 
a sentry with red-bordered black epaulets, was observed in basements 
west of the garages* Most of the soldiers observed in the barracks yard
